The “objects and reasons” of 
the new Volunteer Ordinance 
state: 


The Volunteer Ordinanco, 1920, 
has been mutilated by the Amend- 
ment Ordinances of 1926 and 
1927 and by numerous notifica- 
tions in the Gazettes amending its 
Schedules, This is inconvenient 

. in the case of an Ordinance, a 
complete copy of which should be 
accuasible to every member. 


Moreover the principal Ordin- 
ance contemplated an organiza- 
tlon of several volunteer corps, 
under different styles, and was 
‘drafted accordingly. The amend- 
ment Ordinance of 1927 made 
provision for the inclusion of any 
number of auxiliary units in any 
such corps, but the amendments 
to the regulations in jhe Schedule 
(see Government Notification Nos. 
749 of 1927 and 664 of 1930) refer 
to “the corps” and provide that it 
shall consist of certain named 
corps unitsas “units and auxiliary 
units.”

However, 
there arc ‘many- messages which, 
because of thoir diversity and in- 
‘frequency, cannot be classified, and 
the player must interpret them as 
best he can in the light of sur- 
rounding circumstances,

The North and South cards in 
tu-day’s hand {vere played by two 
national) champions in a rubber 
game recently.
